Both countries to-day, in common with the rest of the world, are facing | craft to foreign powers, they most 
grave difficulties,—difficulties of an economic character resulting from the certainly must have a newer and 
Great War and the insane wave of narrow economic nationalism which has i 
since swept over the nations, leading them to thiitk of “my country” only 
and utterly regardless of the fact,—which should never have been lost sight 
of,—that in this modern world no country can think only of and live unto 
itself alone. 

Now, because these policies of national self-sufficiency, of economic 
isolation, have failed to work,—on the contrary, have resulted in a stagna¬ 
tion of world trade and loss to all nations and peoples,—and unemployment 
on a gigantic scale with all its attendant losses and sufferings for millions 
of people prevail, men and women everywhere are no longer thinking in 
terms of their country, but are thinking solely of themselves. 

As the direct outcome of their personal difficulties, and this thinking of 
themselves instead of their fellowmen, their community and their country, 
in a word, narrow nationalism developed to its ultimate and inevitable end,— 
men and women are now demanding that, instead of standing on guard for 
their country, the country should do everything for them as individuals. 

Wrong thinking has brought many people to entertain the idea that, instead 
of them owing any duty or obligations to their country, the country owes 
everything to them, and if the country will not or cannot supply all their 
needs and desires, then they are prepared to destroy their country. 

All governments the world over are now being asked to do the impos¬ 
sible, because people have forgotten that governments are, after all, but the 
people themselves acting in a corporate capacity. So it is that, as individ¬ 
uals, people are demanding that their governments shall do for them, and 
assume burdens and responsibilities on their behalf, which are too great and 
heavy for the people ap a whole to assume and carry, because whatever a 
government does the people must pay for. 

There is a crying need for a reconstruction in our thinking in these try¬ 
ing times; it is absolutely necessary that as a people we give much more 
thought to fundamentals and less to the incidentals of life. 

One of these fundamentals is that no person should expect or ask 8 
government to do anything for him that he can poss.bily do for himself. 

We create governments not to do things for us that we can and ought to do 
ourselves as individuals, but only to do those things that single-handed we 
cannot do, but collectively we can do. What we can do ourselves, we ought 
to do and must do because we can do it better, more economically and 
efficiently, and more to our satisfaction, than any government can 
sibly do. 

A second fundamental is that in order that those things we must rely 
on governments to do for us in our community or national life can be done 
we, as individuals, must supply with means through taxation to enable the 
government to '

But if they are asked to do a few days or weeks work now to be credited 
against the advances made to them during these years, many of these peo¬ 
ple refuse to make payment through the rendering of the service asked of 
them. Yet they have already been paid for such work at a rate which 
actually totals hundreds of dollars a week for any work they might now do. 

Are they giving a thought to their country now, or only thinking of 
themselves? Are they helping their governments to continue to help them, 
or are they weakening their governments in the efforts being put forth in 
their behalf.

THE STRUGGLE TO LIVE 

(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 

Every plant and animal is exposed 
to unfavorable conditions, and the 
organ : stp must successfully contend 
with these conditions in order to re¬ 
main alive. No two plants or parts 
of plants are exposed to exactly the 
living conditions and a plant 
meets its particular conditions either 
bv dying, or by adapting itself to 
them. 

The tree withstands the cold by 
stopping its active growth, hardening I 
its tissues and dropping its leaves. 
Manv herbaceous or soft-stemmed 
plants meet the cold by dying to the 
ground and withdrawing all life into 
the root parts. Some plants combat 
the cold by dying outright, and pro¬ 
viding abundance of seeds to perpet¬ 
uate the kind next season. 

Plants adapt themselves to light 
by growing towards it; or by hang¬ 
ing their leaves in such a position 
that they catch the light. In less 
-”"-’v places they increase their leaf 
surface, or greatly lengthen their 
stems so as to overtop their fellows, 
as do trees and vines. 

The struggle for existence and 
adaptation to conditions are among 
the most significant facts in nature. 
The sum of all the conditions in 
which a plant or an animal is placed 
is called environment. Environment 
comprises the conditions of climate, 
soil, moisture, exposure to light, 
lat'on to food supply and contention 
with other plants or animals. The 
organism either adapts itself to its 
environment or else it weakens and 
dies. 

The plants that most perfectly 
meet the conditions in which they are 
placed are able to persist, and they 
perpetuate themselves. Their off¬ 
spring usually inherit some of the 
characteristics which enabled them 
successfully to meet the battle of 
life, and the fit, that is those best 
adapted to their conditions, tend to 
survive. 

Adaptation to conditions depends 
i the fact of variation. If plants 
were perfectly invariable, that is, all 
exactly alike, they could not meet 
new conditions. Conditions are nec- 
isarily new for every organism and 
it is impossible to picture a perfect¬ 
ly inflexible and stable succession of 
plants or animals. 

Man has modified plants and ani¬ 
mals for his use. All our common 
domestic animals are very unlike 
their original ancestors, and our 
common and long-cultivated plants 
have varied from their original 

By selecting seeds from a plant 
that pleases him, the plant breeder 
may, under given conditions, produce 
numbers of plants more or less as 
he desires them. From the best of 
these, he may again choose; and so 
on until the race becomes greatly im¬ 
proved. This process of continuously 

known as selection. A somewhat 
similar process goes on in wild 
nature, and it is then known as nat¬ 
ural selection.

Session Prorogued 

Manitoba Government Authorizes 
Large Sum For Hydro Extension 
The third session of the 19th Mani¬ 
toba legislature has prorogued, Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor W. J. Tupper giving 
royal assent to 56 bills passed during 
the last few days of the session. 

Among bills given royal assent 
were money measures providing for 
total expenditures of $14,083,000 dur¬ 
ing the next fiscal year, and author¬ 
ization for a capital outlay for Mani¬ 
toba hydro extensions over a large 
area. 

Enabling legislation making Mani¬ 
toba the first province in the Domin¬ 
ion to take steps to provide pensions 
for blind persons also was approved. 


Too Much Air In Ventricles Accord¬ 
ing To Science 

Does your head ache ? Then there’s 
too much air in your ventricles—tiny 
little spaces within the brain con¬ 
nected to the spinal canal. 

Science has ascertained, Dr. Fred¬ 
erick Tilney told the New York 
Academy of Medicine that headaches 
are apt to occur when air gets into 
the third and lateral of these little 
spaces. 

Hyper-sensitive persons may derive 
a headache from consuming milk or 
eggs, sugar and other foods, 
Alexander Lambert told the sym¬ 
posium. Excessive smoking may 
bring pain to another. Some persons 
get a headache from coffee; others 
may use coffee to cure the same ill. 


Many Families Returning To Farm¬ 
ing Occupation Throughout 
Dominion 

"A great readjustment of popula¬ 
tion is taking place throughout Can¬ 
ada and the return of families back 
to farming occupation will, I 
sure, have a beneficial effect upon 
unemployment conditions,” stated 
Dr. W. J. Black, of Montreal, direc¬ 
tor of colonization and agriculture 
for the Canadian National Railways, 
an interview at Winnipeg. 

'The offices of the company in the] 
Western region handled close to 5,000 
land enquiries in 1934. From these 
enquiries it has developed that 935 
families from other parts of Canada, 
United States and drought areas] 
were placed upon 117,939 acres ol 
land. Our district offices also co¬ 
operated very closely with the pro-] 

vineia.1 governments under the Do- 
minlon-provincial subsidized back-to-| 
the-land schemes,” Dr. Black said. 

“In the three prairie provinces 
822 relief families in addition to the 
above were transformed from urban] 
centres to farms, making a total of] 
1,757 families returned to the prim¬ 
ary industry. 

‘During the last four years oui 
western offices located 5,857 families] 
one million acres of land. 
This readjustment tends to effect a 
better balance between urban and 
rural population. 

“Several new settlements were] 
commenced in"the northern areas of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta. These are offshoots of various 
national and religious parent colonies] 
whose younger generation is anxious 
to found farm homes for them-1 
selves.” 


“Eat More Egg*” Campaign 

No Article Of Food More Nutritious 
Or More Universally Used 
Notwithstanding the fact that 
Canadians, with an annual per capita 
consumption of eggs of 258, tha 
highest of any people among the 
countries of the world, the Winnipeg 
Board of Trade is evidently not sat¬ 
isfied that the people of the metro¬ 
polis of the prairies are fully con¬ 
scious of the value of eggs as food. 
An egg campaign was launched In 
that city on April 1 to continue for 
three weeks. 

Aside from the commercial import¬ 
ance of eggs, which Is very signif¬ 
icant In the Dominion, no article of 
food is more nutritious or more uni¬ 
versally used. Ninety-seven per cent, 
of the edible portion of an egg is 
digestible, a claim that few, if any, 
of the other foods can make. It has 
vitamins A, B, D, and G. It also has 
mineral elements including: sulphur, 
phosphorus, iron, calcium, and mag¬ 
nesium In easily digestible form. 

In 1934, Canadians ate more than 
3,600,000,000 eggs, which, If placed 
end, would extend to a dis¬ 
tance equal to four times the circum¬ 
ference of the earth. The market 
value of the eggs produced in Can¬ 
ada in 1934 was about $30,000,000. 
The Dominion was the first country 
In the world to Introduce egg grad¬ 
ing In any form. This was done In 
1918 for export purposes only at that 
time. In 1923 egg grading regula¬ 
tions were enacted to apply to 
domestic consumption and since then 
has proven to he a decided advant¬ 
age to both producer and consumer. 


Collects First Payment 
Prince Sudhodaya, Siam’s abdi¬ 
cated King Prajadhipok, collected 
the first payment on insurance which 
he took out several years ago against 
the loss of his throne. Weekly pay¬ 
ments from French and British firms 
will give shrewd Sudhodaya about 
$40,000 a year for the rest of his life.

Cost Of Wedding 
The Chinese government delivered 
a telling blow at the high cost of 
weddings when 57 couples marched 
to the altar together and were mar¬ 
ried in a simple ceremony, with Gen¬ 
eral Wu-Teh-Chen, mayor of Shang¬ 
hai, officiating. 

Aimed at setting an example of 
economy to the nation in accordance 
with Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek’s “new life” movement, the 
ceremony was devoid of all the frills] 
and extravagance characterizing the] 
traditional Chinese wedding. 

To the labored strains of Mendels¬ 
sohn’s “Wedding March” played by 
a Chinese brass band, the marriage 
candidates paraded down the crim¬ 
son-carpeted aisle while a crowd of 
1,200 persons, largely relatives, look¬ 
ed on. 

The couples ascended the platform 
In groups of four, bowed three times 
before the statue of Sun Yat 
‘father of the republic,” bowed 
twice before each other and 
the mayor. They then received bril¬ 
liantly decorated certificates which | 
made them man and wife.

Montreal.—A conference in the I 
near future between the Dominion 
government and representatives of 
the provinces in regard to unemploy¬ 
ment relief was foreshadowed in a 
letter received hgre by Mayor Camil- 
lien Houde of Montreal from Sir 
George Perley, acting prime minister. 

Sir George's letter was in reply to 
one seeking information as to the 
government's plans in regard to re¬ 
lief fallowing the demand last month 
by the Dominion-wide conference of 
mayors which asked the government 
to accept full responsibility of dole 
costs. 

Sir George Perley’s letter follows: 

“As I said at our meeting with you 
in the railway committee room of 
the House of Commons on March 28 
the government will take into con¬ 


sideration the substance of your rep¬ 
resentations, but we will follow the 
usual constitutional practice of deal¬ 
ing with these matters through the 
provinces. The relief act received 
royal assent on Friday, April 5, and 
we have not yet had the opportunity 
of meeting provincial representa¬ 
tives, although the minister of labor 
has already been in touch with them 
by wire.”

Dominion government was prepared 
to approach the provinces with an 
offer to underwrite 75 per cent, of 
unemployment relief costs, leaving 
the remaining 25 per cent, to the 
provinces with the municipalities 
freed of expense.

Ride and Hike 
^Rockies 


New territory In the Canadian 
Rockies will be opened this 
year by the Sky-line Trail Hik¬ 
ers and Trail Riders of the Cana¬ 
dian Rockies, two societies whose 
members come from all over the 
world to enjoy these splendid 
recreations. On foot and on 
horseback, they set out from the 
Canadian Pacific Banff Springs 
(Hotel to conquer the mountains 
—not Just to climb them, but to 
capture their beauty with cam¬ 
eras, to erect friendly, cheerful 
camps on their heights, and to 
carry away from their wooded 
slopes health and pleasant recol¬ 
lections. The official Sky-Line 
Trail Hike, from the second of 
August to the fifth, will follow 
Part of the trail taken through 
the Rockies in 1841 by Sir George 
SimpBon, governor of the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Company. 


It Is planned to motor from 
Banff Springs Hotel to the game 
warden’s cabin on Healy Creek 
on August 2, hiking to the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific cabin, the Sunshine 
Camp, the first day. In the sec¬ 
ond day Simpson Pass will be 
crossed and the second camp 
made at one of the Egypt Lakes, 
near Mummy and Scarab Lake. 
The third night will be spent at 
Shadow Lake and the final Pow- 
Wow will be at Castle Mountain 
Camp on the Banff-Wtndermere 
Road, after which busses will be 
available for those who wish to 
go to Banff. The whole distance 
will be about 38 miles. 

The official five-day trip of the 
Trail Riders Is from July 26 to 30 i 
and this year takes in the Red 
Deer River, former famous hunt¬ 
ing ground but now included in 


the Banff National Park, which 
limits all hunting to cameras. 
The trout fishing is excellent 
and ample time will be set 
aside for fishermen, while the 
others In the party will take 
pleasant side trips. The party 
will motor about 11 miles from 
Banff to the crossing of the Cas¬ 
cade where horses will be wait¬ 
ing. The first camp, used for 
two nights, will be somewhere 
near Windy Camp. They then 
ride over Snow Creek Pass to 
Scotch Cabin on the Red Deer 
and turn west to the second 
Camp. The trail will follow the 
Red Deer to its source, and turn 
south to Baker Lake and Ptar¬ 
migan Lake to a camn In the 
Ptarmigan Valley. The fifth dav’a 
ride is to the Sun Dauct Lodge 
near Lake Louise Station, for the 
Pow-Wow,

COLEMAN 
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Week In Ottawa 

By Frederick Edward* 

The Conservative party Friday 
registered their feeling toward 
ex-Minister of Trade and Com¬ 
merce H. H. Stevens, his fighting 
stand on the broad question of 
unscrupulous business and com¬ 
bines, and Secretary of State C. 
H. Cahan. 

It came when Mr. Stevens 
“took the rap” for premature re¬ 
lease of the report of the Royal 
Commission on Price Spreads. 
But, he explained, “without my 
knowledge confidence was vio¬ 
lated.” 

The Conservative members 
were in their seats when Mr. 
Cahan rose to take a little shot 
at his political foe, Mr. Stevens, 
on the question of oaths of office. 
Incidentally, Mr. Cahan virtual¬ 
ly supported Liberal Leader 
Mackenzie King. They sat silent 
while Mr. Cahan spoke. 

Then Mr. Stevens rapped back, 
hotly refused to budge from his 
stand that he had acted for the 
good of his country through “the 
whole thing.” They banged their 
desks, banged some more, at 
this. 

Speaker Bowman made a 
short speech, pointing out that 
the members themselves must 
judge whether Mr. Stevens 
should continue on the line he 
was taking. He might be out of 
order, but Mr. Speaker had no 
objections to Mr. Stevens con¬ 
tinuing if the House wished. 

“Go on, too important to stop,” 
shouted a fiery member. The 
House vibrated with commands 
for Mr. Stevens to continue. 
The roar was general over the 
whole House. 

Mr. Stevens continued. He 
flayed “Lilliputian” efforts of 
parliament when the real issue 
of the day was squelching or al¬ 
lowing to continue the “strangle¬ 
hold combines have on our ec¬ 
onomic life.” Conservative mem¬ 
bers again banged their desks, 
louder. They banged for quite a 
few seconds. Then officialdom 
threw its cloak over the house. 

The report of the Royal Com¬ 
mission on Price Spreads was 
tabled. Before Chairman W. W. 
Kennedy knew what had hap¬ 
pened. up jumped Mr. Stevens 
and moved its adoption. 

The keynote of the report is 
the recommendation for regula¬ 
tion of industry as a whole by a 
strong government board. In¬ 
dustries related to primary pro¬ 
ducts within the compass of the 
1934 Marketing Act, it is sug¬ 
gested, should be more string¬ 
ently controlled. 

Monopolies are put on the 
spot. They must be regulated 
for the public good. 

Labor and wage reforms rec¬ 
ommended include a 44-hour 
working week; strengthening 
provincial labor laws; amend¬ 
ments to the B.N.A. Act if nec¬ 
essary to permit the Dominion 
to invade the provincial labour 
legislation field; further union¬ 
ization of industry; evasion of 
minimum wage laws, strength¬ 
ened where necessary, made a 
Criminal Code offence; new ma¬ 
chinery under the Industrial 
Disputes Investigation Act. 

The chain store principle is 
condemned, the chief criticism 
being that centralization of con-

Strikers and Police j 
Clash at Corbin 

When Corbin Collieries Ltd. 
put a tractor to work to try and 
clear a road on Wednesday 
morning, strikers clashed with 
the police, in which several on 
both sides were injured. 

Pickhandles, rocks and sledge¬ 
hammers were used by the 
strikers, and one policeman was 
seriously injured by the sledge¬ 
hammer attack. No shots were 
fired, and the battle lasted for 
about five minutes. Long dis¬ 
tance telephone communication 
in the afternoon stated that the 
village was quiet. The injured 
were taken to Michel hospital. 

The strike has been in force 
since January. 

Harvey Murphy, Unity League organ¬ 
izer, assembled over 200 Strike sympath¬ 
izers to proceed to Corbin, and they were 
held up about a mile this side of Crow# 
Nest. Murphy at 7 p. m. stated he was 1 
waiting to bring up more men to pro- j 
ceed to Corbin. Inspector J. MacDon¬ 
ald of B. C. police; commanding the po- * 
lice on the strike area, stated if they at¬ 
tempted to get through he would be 
ready for them. A compromise was 
later effected whereby Murphy and nine 
men were allowed to proceed as a dele¬ 
gation to Corbin, on condition the rest 
dispersed, and at 11 p. m. they had re¬ 
turned to Blairmore. 48 police are on 
duty. All cars are stopped for question¬ 
ing at Crows Nest and Michel. 

E. L Warburton, general manager of 
Corbin Collieries Ltd. states definitely 
no agreement will he made with the 
M. W. U. of C. 

Of the five constables taken to Michel 
hospital, three were able to leave last 
evening. Constable McKay, broken right 
elbow, and Constable Aikman, fractured 
skull, were both resting. Other injured 
constables received first aid treatment at 
Corbin. Clare Grenache, Calgary, work¬ 
ing for Contractor Garson on the tractor, 
and Lou Hiney also of Calgary, were in 
hospital with head and face wounds 
from being hit with rocks thrown by the 
strikers. Tom Uphill, M L. A. for Fer. 
nie, went in by train last evening. He
